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Update: U.S. Response to Pakistan's Floods 

WASHINGTON, DC, Aug. 25 - The United States responded immediately 
and generously to Pakistan's call for assistance following the tragic and 
devastating floods that began July 29. To date, the United States has 
provided approximately $150 million to support relief efforts in Pakistan, 
including funding for the operations of the Pakistan National Disaster 
Management Authority, the UN's emergency relief plan, and the many local 
and international organizations responding to this disaster. These funds are 
also being used to provide critical supplies to flood affected populations. 
Through August 22, U.S. military and civilian aircraft have evacuated 7,835 
people and delivered more than 1 ,600,000 pounds of relief supplies. U.S. 
water treatment units have provided approximately 4.8 million liters of safe 

drinking water and a total of 440,928 halal meals were delivered to civilian and military officials in Pakistan via U.S. 
military. In a video statement , Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton announced the establishment of the Pakistan 
Relief Fund . Created by the United States Government through the Department of State, the Fund serves as a 
mechanism for the public to contribute money to the ongoing efforts in Pakistan.

WASHINGTON, DC, Aug. 16 - Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
delivered remarks on the Global Health Initiative at Johns Hopkins University's 
Paul H. Nitze School of Advanced International Studies. In her remarks, she 
discussed how the Obama Administration is building upon the United States' 
long-standing commitment to global health by bringing life-saving prevention, 
treatment, and care to more people globally. The Secretary underscored the 
importance of investing in global health, highlighted successful global health 
programs such as PEPFAR, and outlined how, through the Global Health 
Initiative, the United States will pave the way for the next phase of American 
leadership in health around the world. 

Secretary Clinton described how we will lay the groundwork for more progress 
in the future by tackling some of the systemic challenges that surround 
PEPFAR and USAID programs and other U.S. -funded health programs in the 
field, and how we will work with partner countries to uproot the most deep- 
seated obstacles that impede their own people's health.

WASHINGTON, DC, Aug. 25 - U.S. Special Envoy 
to Sudan Scott Gration is traveling to Sudan and 
Kenya from August 1 6 to August 29, 201 0. While 
there, Special Envoy Gration will meet with senior 
leaders of the Government of Sudan and Sudan 
People's Liberation Movement to discuss 
implementation of the 2005 Comprehensive Peace 
Agreement (CPA), preparations for the January 201 1 
referenda on self-determination for Southern Sudan 
and Abyei, and negotiations on issues relating to the 
period after the CPA. He also will initiate a broader 
dialogue regarding security, conflict mitigation, and 
planning for the post-referendum period. The Special 
Envoy will discuss security and stabilization efforts in 
Darfur with Sudanese officials, as well as with Thabo 
Mbeki, former President of South Africa and 
Chairperson of the African Union High Level 
Implementation Panel for Sudan and with Ibrahim 
Gambari, UNAMID Joint Special Representative. 

In Nairobi, Kenya, Special Envoy Gration will 
participate in the Southern Sudan Agricultural 
Conference.

Ambassador CdeBaca Speaks At National Conference of Child Abuse Professionals 

WASHINGTON, DC, Aug. 23 - Luis CdeBaca, Ambassador-at-Large, Office to Monitor and Combat Trafficking in 
Persons, provided keynote remarks at the 2010 National Conference of Child Abuse Professionals. The conference 
was held at the National Harbor, MD, and was sponsored by the National District Attorneys Association. Ambassador 
CdeBaca spoke about the various ways in which the Obama Administration and the State Department are working to 
combat modern forms of slavery, including child abuse, domestic violence, and rape. He said, "Too often, both here and 
abroad, the most vulnerable are children: American children and foreign children alike. Offered for prostitution or preyed 
upon by those whom they trust. And as you know, especially those of you who work with teenagers, some of these 
cases are very tough. They do not easily fit the stereotypes that would make this subject matter more comfortable." 

Ambassador CdeBaca challenged audience members to spread the following core messages and practices about the 
ongoing fight to combat all forms of human trafficking: 

• We are here to assist all trafficked persons whom we encounter, be they U.S. Citizens or foreign-born; 
whether they are held in bondage for labor or for sex; 

• ... We will coordinate with the federal effort at the state and local level I; 

• We will overcome barriers to identification and services, continuing a victim -centered approach and 
focusing our efforts on vulnerable populations, especially children; 

• We keep our doors open to continue the discussion, including with groups work on varying aspects of the 
fight.
